STILL  BIRTHS.  5  still  births  (all  legitimate)  were  also 
registered,  giving  a  still  birth  rate  of  0.44  per  1000  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  as  compared  with  0.43  for  1937.  (The  rate  for  all  England 
and  Wales  was  0.60).  In  Maryport  approximately  1  birth  in  36 
was  a  still  birth  in  1938,  as  compared  with  1  in  40  for  1937,  1  in  32 
for  1936,  1  in  111  for  1935,  and  1  in  24  for  1934. 

The  still  birth  rate  per  1000  total  live  and  still  births  was  26.7 
as  compared  with  25.1  in  1937,  30.0  in  1936,  9.0  in  1935,  and 

42.0  in  1934. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths,  registered  as  belonging  to  the  district 
was  166  (i.e.  after  correcting  for  non-residents  dying  within  the 
district  and  for  those  persons  whose  usual  residence  was  within 
the  district  dying  without  the  district).  This  gives  a  crude  death 
rate  of  14.7  per  1000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  14.9  for 
the  previous  year. 

By  multiplying  the  crude  death  rate  figure  by  an  adjusting 
factor  (“The  Population  Handicap”)  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General  the  Adjusted  Death  Rate  is  arrived  at,  i.e.  the  crude 
death  rate  adjusted,  in  so  far  as  sex  and  age  group  components  of 
the  population  are  concerned,  so  as  to  make  it  comparable  from 
a  mortality  point  of  view  with  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  country 
as  a  whole  or  with  the  mortality  of  any  other  local  area  similarly 
modified.  The  adjusted  death  rate  for  Maryport  Urban  District 
was  14.6,  as  compared  with  14.75  for  1937.

The  total  number  of  deaths  (r.g.)  under  one  year  is  5  less 
than  that  for  1937,  2  less  than  that  for  1936,  4  less  than  that  for 
1935,  4  less  than  that  for  1934  and  1  less  than  that  for  1933.

I  am 
quite  satisfied  that  the  most  deserving  cases  were  sent. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  at  the  Waterworks, 
Cockermouth  continues  to  work  satisfactorily,  and  the  water  as 
distributed  to  the  consumer  remains  of  excellent  quality  and 
satisfactory  quantity.  Three  samples  were  bacteriologically 
examined  during  the  year,  one  of  the  raw  untreated  water  at  the 
waterworks  intake,  and  two  of  the  water  after  treatment,  the 
Laboratory  Reports  of  the  latter  being  : —

It  has  been  estimated  that  the  consumption  of  water  was  again 
approximately  29  gallons  per  head  of  the  population  per  day 
throughout  the  whole  area  served  by  the  Maryport  Water  Board, 
(which  included  Maryport  U.D.,  Dearham  and  Dovenby). 
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Extensions  of  Main. — The  following  extension  of  water 
mains  was  carried  out  during  1938  : — 

243  yards  of  3in.  and  243  yards  of  4in.  spun  iron  concrete  lined 
ma;n  in  connection  with  the  Flimby  Housing  Scheme. 

Main  Scraping. — 890  yards  of  3in.  cast  iron  water  main  were 
scraped  at  Dearham  Parish  outside  the  Urban  Area. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  system  of  drainage  and  sewerage  remains  the  same.  The 
Surveyor  has  continued  the  scheme  of  gradual  replacement  of 
insanitary  bottom  outlet  gulleys  by  modem  side  outlet  gulleys, 
6  of  such  conversions  having  been  made  in  1938.  Nine  additional 
street  gulleys  were  installed. 

Extensions  of  Sewers. — At  the  Elimby  Housing  Scheme  320 
yards  of  9in.  and  110  yards  of  6in.  sewers  were  laid  whilst  at  the 
Pecklewell  Housing  Scheme  273  yards  of  9in.  sewers  were  put  in. 

At  the  three  new  factories  at  Grasslot,  private  sewers  were 
laid  as  follows  : — 

163  yards  of  15in.  concrete  sewers. 

45  yards  of  12in.  concrete  sewers. 

49  yards  of  9in.  glazed  stoneware. 

N.B. — A  large  amount  of  additional  work  was  imposed  upon 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  the  supervision  and  testing  of  new  drains 
and  sewers  during  the  year  as  will  be  seen  by  the  afore-mentioned 
items  and  the  details  of  new  drain  testing  in  the  summary  at  the 
end  of  this  report.  215  visits  were  made  to  new  buildings  and  126 
visits  to  old  or  existing  buildings  for  the  purpose  of  testing  drains 
and  sewers. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

With  the  exception  of  30  outlying  houses  (including  farms), 
the  water-carriage  system  is  universal.  The  Sanitary  Inspector 
continues  to  strive  to  get  extra  accommodation  provided  where 
necessary  and  reasonably  possible.  19  W.C.’s  were  added  to 
existing  premises.  The  description  of  Sanitary  Conveniences  at 
the  end  of  1938  was  as  follows  : —

SCAVENGING  AND  REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE. 

All  arrangements  made  for  collection  and  disposal  of  house 
and  shop  refuse,  fish  offal,  etc.,  remained  the  same.  Refuse  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  disposed  of  by  tipping,  the  two  refuse  tips  in  use 
being  : — 

(a)  One  on  the  waste  land  to  the  West  of  the  new  road  leading 
into  Curzon  Street  from  Grasslot  for  the  old  Urban 
District,  and 

(b)  One  in  Elimby,  near  the  Council  houses  in  that  area. 

The  166  Council  houses  were  provided  with  dust  bins  during 
the  year  and  attention  is  being  directed  to  the  gradual  provision  of 
proper  dust  bins  to  all  premises  in  the  area. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OE  THE  DISTRICT. 


The  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  district  is  undertaken  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Air.  J.  J.  Pattison,  whose  Summary  of  Work 
Done,  in  accordance  with  Article  19  of  the  Sanitary  Officers’  Order, 
1926,  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

My  best  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Pattison  for  his  willing  and 
valuable  help  at  all  times  in  the  many  problems  constantly  arising 
m  the  District.  He  deals  with  all  matters  promptly  and  efficiently 
and  has  untiring  energy. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Hooton,  the  temporary  assistant  Sanitary  Inspector, 
has  been  mainly  employed  on  Housing  Inspection  and  his  reports 
arc  accurate  and  reliable. 


SHOPS. 


107  visits  of  inspection  to  shops  dealing  in  all  classes  of  goods, 
were  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  including  visits  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances,  etc.,  defects  being  found  and  remedied 
at  8.  - 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKPLACES. 


The  Factories  Act,  1937,  which  came  into  operation  on  July 
1st,  1938,  abolished  the  term  “workshop”  and  now  all  “workshops” 
are  factories.  Factories  are  divided  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act 
into  (a)  those  with  mechanical  power  and  (b)  those  having  no 
mechanical  power.  A  new  survey  of  factories  was  commenced  but 
not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year.

SANITARY  CONDITION  AND  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  at  each  school  is  satisfactory. 

Trough  closets  are  still  in  existence  at  Netherton  Infants  and 
Grasslot  Schools.  The  desirability  of  their  conversion  to  modern 
pedestal  closets  is  again  pointed  out. 

28  Visits  were  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  Schools 
mainly  for  the  purpose  of  milk  sampling,  but  nuisances  were 
observed  in  2  cases  and  abated. 

PORT  SANITATION. 

Again  this  does  not  call  for  special  comment.  The  docks  have 
continued  to  be  very  quiet,  mainly  coastwise  vessels  making  use  of 
them,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  following  table  : —

There  was  a  slight  reduction  again  in  the  amount  of  shipping. 
The  harbour  was  closed  from  October  12th  until  the  end  of  the 
year,  due  to  the  silting  up  of  the  Channel. 

The  14  foreign  ships  in  the  above  table  included  : — 

1  motor  yacht  from  Rochelle,  and  13  steamers  from  Eire. 

No  change  has  occurred  in  the  Port  Sanitary  Regulations,  1933, 
as  reported  upon  in  the  annual  report  for  that  year. 

There  was  no  passenger  traffic. 

The  principal  imports  include  Benzol,  Basic  Slag,  Spent  Oxide, 
Potatoes,  and  Cement,  the  principal  exports  being  Coal  and  Coke. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

In  this  district  there  are  no  (a)  public  (b)  privately  owned 
swimming  baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public. 

In  connexion  with  the  construction  of  a  sea-wall  which  the 
Council  has  in  hand,  swimming  and  paddling  pools  are  to  be 
provided. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

Number  of  houses  found  to  be  infested  : — 

Council  .houses,  nil;  Other  houses,  9;  Total  houses  disinfested,  9. 

The  method  employed  for  disinfestation,  carried  out  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  is  that  of  spraying  with  a  proprietary 
insecticide  in  an  endeavour  to  destroy  the  majority  of.  the  vermin 
in  the  first  place,  after  which  the  tenant  is  advised  as  to  thorough 
cleaning  of  the  house,  the  stripping  off  of  wallpaper,  cleaning  of 
wire  bed  mattresses,  etc.  Usually  after  the  stripping  of  walls, 
further  spraying  is  carried  out.  Owners  are  later  approached,  if 
no  further  signs  of  vermin  are  observed,  to  repair  plasterwork,  etc. 

The  belongings  of  tenants  before  removal  to  Council  houses 
are  always  examined  and,  in  suspicious  or  definitely  verminous 
cases,  the  furniture  (including  woodwork  and  spring  mattresses  of 
beds)  are  sprayed  and  then,  together  with  bedding,  thoroughly 
washed  and  cleansed  by  the  tenant. 

In  all  cases  after  disinfestation  is  carried  out,  tenants  are 
advised  as  to  the  proper  periodical  cleaning  of  houses,  including 
the  regular  dismantling  and  cleaning  of  beds.  Where  walls  have 
been  stripped,  often  of  many  successive  layers  of  wallpaper, 
tenants  are  advised  to  redecorate  the  walls  with  distemper  in 
preference  to  wallpaper. 

Two  insecticides  have  been  used  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
with  good  results,  viz.  :  “Zaldecide”  and  “Slatford  Insecticide.” 

Altogether,  a  total  of  25  visits  were  made  in  connection  with 
bed  bug  eradication.  Two  houses  were  also  sprayed  out  which 
were  infested  with  ants,  three  houses  were  sprayed  out  for  fleas, 
and  two  premises  for  flies. 


RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 

40  visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  purpose 
of  investigating  complaints  of  infestation  by  rats  and  mice,  advis¬ 
ing  occupiers  as  to  the  eradication  of  the  vermin,  laying  poisoned 
baits,  etc.  Poisons  are  still  obtained  from  the  County  Council  and 
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distributed  free  to  occupiers  of  infested  premises. 

A  total  of  178  rats  were  known  to  have  been  killed  during  the 
year. 

Mousing. 

2  new  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year. 

The  66  Council  houses  at  Elimby  were  nearly  completed,  and 
the  73  houses  at  Pecklewell  were  commenced  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Under  the  Housing  Acts  2  houses  were  closed  and  13  were 
demolished,  5  being  in  the  Improvement  Area  (vide  1933  Annual 
Report,  page  16),  2  in  Clearance  Areas,  and  6  being  Individual 
Unfit  houses. 

31  houses  were  made  fit  for  human  habitation,  including  3 
under  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act  schemes,  and  5  in  the  Improve¬ 
ment  Area. 

Representations  were  made  in  respect  of  205  individual  unfit 
houses,  and  of  this  number  76  Demolition  Orders  and  1  Closing 
Order  were  made,  whilst  undertakings  were  accepted  regarding  97 
houses.  36  houses  remained  to  be  dealt  with  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Since  the  appointment  of  the  temporary  assistant  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  J.  H.  Hooton,  much  greater  progress  has  been  made 
in  Slum  Clearance  work  and  the  reconditioning  of  houses  capable 
of  being  made  fit.  The  staff  are  concentrating  as  much  as  possible 
on  housing  work  until  Slum  Clearance  is  completed. 

HOUSING  (RURAL  WORKERS)  ACT,  1926. 

The  above  Act  was  due  to  expire  during  1938  but  was  extended 
to  operate  until  30th  September,  1942,  by  the  Housing  (Rural 
Workers)  Amendment  Act,  1938. 

Every  effort  is  still  being  made  to  persuade  owners  of  property 
to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  at  present  offered.  It  is 
possible  to  report  further  progress  in  this  direction,  3  houses 
being  reconditioned  during  the  year,  and  plans  were  submitted  and 
approved  in  respect  of  7  schemes  affecting  26  houses. 

As  in  recent  annual  reports,  I  would  again  point  out  the 
excellent  opportunities  available  under  this  Act  (by  way  of  grants, 
and/or  loans — see  below).  There  is  plenty  of  property  which  lends 
itself  to  reconditioning  and  improvement.  It  is  sincerely  hoped 
that  more  schemes  will  be  forthcoming,  thereby  saving"  houses 
from  future  condemnation  and  demolition. 

Financial  assistance  from  the  County  Council  (which  is  the 
authority  primarily  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Act) 
can  be  obtained  for .  the  reconditioning  of  existing  houses  or 
the  conversion  of  buildings  into  houses  for  agricultural  labourers 
and  those  of  similar  economic  standing.  Such  assistance  can  be 
provided  by  grants  and/or  loans  to  owners  willing  to  carry  out 
approved  works  such  as  : — 

(a)  Structural  alterations. 

(b)  Additions. 

(c)  Provision  of  Water  Supply. 

(d)  Drainage. 

(e)  Sanitary  conveniences  and  other  like  works. 

(f)  Such  other  work  as  the  County  Council  may  deem  to 

fall  within  the  scope  of  the  Act.

No  further  efforts  have  been  made  by  the  Council  to  adopt 
measures  for  the  abatement  of  overcrowding.  It  is  anticipated 
that  the  number  of  overcrowding  cases  will  be  considerably 
decreased  by  Slum  Clearance ;  nevertheless,  Slum  Clearance  will 
not  completely  abate  overcrowding  existing  in  the  district,  so  that 
consideration  will  have  to  be  given  eventually  to  the  question  of 
providing  accommodation  for  this  purpose. 

In  connection  with  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  owners  were 
threatened  with  court  action  in  5  instances.  The  necessary  works 
were  completed,  however,  before  the  summonses  were  issued  and 
no  further  action  was  therefore  taken.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  were  31  registered  premises,  situated  in  the  district,  on 
the  register,  including  :  3  producers  and  wholesalers ;  13  producers 
and  retailers ;  2  producers,  wholesalers  and  retailers ;  3  producers, 
buttermakers  and  retailers  j  10  retail  purveyors.  Also  there  were 
8  retailers  whose  premises  are  situated  outside  the  urban  area. 

Licensed  “Accredited”  milk  producers  in  the  area  are:—

A  retailer’s  licence  to  sell  “Accredited”  Milk  was  granted  to 

Messrs.  Donaldson  Bros. 

A  letailei  s  licence  to  sell  TPasteurised”  Malk  was  granted  to 
The  Maryport  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society. 
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Altogether  71  samples  of  milk  were  taken  in  the  Urban  District 
and  submitted  to  the  Cumberland  Pathological  Laboratory,  Car¬ 
lisle,  for  bacteriological  examination.  In  accordance  with  an 
arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  the  sampling  of  designated 
milks  4  times  per  year,  and  producers  supplying  Schools  3  times 
per  year,  as  well  as  50  routine  samples  (including  repeat  samples) 
was  aimed  at.  Duplication  of  samples  was  avoided  in  the  case  of 
designated  milks  being  supplied  to  schools,  one  sample  being 
taken  in  such  instances  and  serving  the  purposes  of  a  designated 
and  a  school  sample.  In  effect,  therefore,  the  71  samples  repre¬ 
sented  : — 

21  school,  29  designated,  19  routine  and  17  repeat  samples.

The  42  unsatisfactory  samples  comprised  : —

No  tubercle  bacilli  were  reported  to  have  been  present  in  any 
sample. 

On  a  sample  of  milk  being  reported  as  tubercular,  a  thorough 
investigation  has  hitherto  been  made  and  suitable  action  taken  by 
the  County  Veterinary  Officer.  From  the  beginning  of  the  year 
this  work  (including  routine  inspection  of  cattle)  came  directly 
under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  I  am  kindly 
informed  by  Mr.  John  Cameron,  Veterinary  Officer  of  that 
Authority,  that  in  so  far  as  the  Urban  District  of  Maryport  was 
concerned,  one  cow,  not  in  milk,  was  slaughtered  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  during  the  year  under  review. 

79  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  farms,  cowsheds  and 
dairies,  including  visits  for  sampling,  repeat  sampling  and  investi¬ 
gating  the  causes  of  dirty  samples. 

Paving  was  improved  at  one  cowshed,  and,  at  another  farm, 
a  sewage  disposal  works  was  in  course  of  construction  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Where  the  results  are  unsatisfactory  as  to  cleanliness,  the 
attention  of  the  producer  is  drawn  to  the  requirements  regarding 
precautions  to  be  taken  in  connection  with  the  production  and 
handling  of  milk,  and  of  course  if  a  purveyor  only  is  involved, 
suitable  precautionary  measures  are  discussed  with  him, 
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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Most  of  the  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Abattoir, 
the  general  supervision  of  which  continues  to  be  satisfactory.  Most 
of  the  animals  slaughter  therein  are  inspected  at  the  time  of 
slaughter  or  before  removal  to  the  owner’s  premises. 

The  licensed  private  slaughterhouse  at  Flimby  continues  to  be 
managed  properly  and  frequent  visits  are  made  to  it. 

As  many  as  378  visits  of  inspection  were  made  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  the  Maryport  Abattoir  and  the  private  slaughterhouse 
at  Flimby,  and  the  following  slaughtering  took  place  : —

All  the  food  material  was  surrendered  voluntarily  by 
tradesmen  except  in  one  case  where  a  seizure  was  made.  The 
Council  decided  not  to  prosecute  in  this  case  but  gave  a  written 
warning  to  the  tradesman  concerned. 

Bakehouses. — There  are  20  bakehouses  on  the  register,  16  of 
which  may  be  considered  non-domestic  in  type.  10  visits  were 
made  and  defects  found  in  2  instances,  1  relating  to  lack  of  clean¬ 
liness  and  1  to  a  defective  drain.  Both  were  remedied. 

Other  Premises  where  Food  is  Prepared. — A  total  of  40  inspec¬ 
tions  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  including  8  to  Fish 
and  Chip  Saloons,  and  32  to  other  places  where  food  is  prepared 
(including  premises  of  Ice  Cream  Vendors). 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  records  104  visits  of  inspection  to  the 
weekly  markets  held  on  Fridays  and  on  Saturday  nights.

Scarlet  Fever  was  a  little  more  in  evidence,  there  being  29 
notifications  as  against  20  in  1937.  No  death  occurred  among  these. 

1 1  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  Ellerbeck  Infectious  Diseases  Hos¬ 
pital,  Workington.  Whenever  possible  scarlet  fever  cases  are 
nursed  at  home. 

11  Diphtheria  cases  were  notified  in  the  district,  as  compared 
with  8  in  1937,  and  all  recovered.  10  of  the  cases  were  removed  to 
Ellerbeck  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Workington.  The  Council 
has  decided  that  all  cases  of  Diphtheria  shall  be  removed  to  Hos¬ 
pital,  except  where  a  trained  nurse  can  be  provided. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  Pneumonia.  The  total  deaths 
recorded  from  this  disease  (all  forms)  numbered  4. 

Puerperal  notifications  —  Puerperal  Pyrexia  (including 
Puerperal  Fever)  5,  4  of  which  were  admitted  to  Hospital. 

There  was  one  maternal  death  in  1938,  corresponding  to  a 
Maternal  Mortality  Rate  of  5.3  per  1000  total  (live  and  still)  births, 
as  compared  with  nil  for  1937.  The  rate  (1938)  for  England  and 
Wales  was  3.08. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  3,  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  1, 
Poliomyelitis  1,  notifications  received. 


Tub  erculosis. — Under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations  13  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  (2  males,  11  females),  were  notified  and  5 
of  other  forms  of  this  disease  (3  males,  2  females)  during  the  year. 
Two  of  the  above  cases  proved  fatal  (2  females,  pulmonary).  Ten 
of  the  above  Pulmonary  cases  (2  males,  8  females)  and  1  non- 
pulmonary  case  (female),  were  admitted  Fo  Sanatorium,  whilst  2 
non-pulmonary  (both  males)  received  treatment  in  the  Shropshire 
Orthopaedic  Hospital.
